THE INQUEST. 


Rep Dztr, November 15. 


The coroner’s jury empanelled to-day in re: 

rd to the case of Ole Micklson consisted of 

essrs. Smith, Long, Cheeseborough, Piper and 
Jenkins ; F, E, Wilkins, foreman: Dr: Hicks, 
coroner, 

Annie McCrae and C, S. Sanders identified 
the body as that of the man stopped at the 
Hotel Edmonton with Skaalent, the murdered 


man. 
John Longmore identified the body as that of 
the man he had seen running from the scene of 


the murder at Edmonton, 

Inspector Piercy deposed as to the facts of 
the murder. 

The parties implicated in the shooting at Red 
Deer refused to give evidence, 


Brumpton and Richards said they arrived on 
the scene about two minutes after the shooting. 
They heard eight or nine shots fired. They 
saw the man on the Qe shot through the 
head. He was still breathing. Round the 
body were William Bell, Edward Plumb, R: 
Armstroug, William Slent, George Smith and 
John Jones. 

Constable Warner said that when lie arrived 
he saw the body on the,ground and life was ex- 
tinct. Avrevolver fully loaded was lying on the 
ground at the right hand. He found $315 on 
the body, and papers with the name ‘Ole 
Micklson.” 

The inquest was adjourned until 17th, Wed- 
neaday. 

Rep DrEr, November, 16. 


The inquest on the body of Ole Micklson was 
concluded to-day. 


Plumb said he rode up to the man and_recog- 
nized him from the description given as the 
murderer. He (Micklson) had a revolver in 
his hand. Witness told him he wanted to know 
his name and where he came from. Micklson 
offered witness $100 to let him go, but witness 
refnsed. Micklson then fired at witness and 
his horse jumped and threw him. Witness ran 
at Micklson, who ran into the bush, but was 
chased out and fired at witnessagain, Witnrss 
then fired at Micklson with a shot gun and fol: 
lowed him for some tiiné. Fired three shots at 
him. Saw Wiliam Bell fire and saw Micklson 
drop. 

Dr. Cochrane made the post mortem exainina- 
tion. Death resulted from a n shot wound 
in the head. He also found numerous shot 
wounds in the back and legs. 


William Bell made a statement as follows ; 
Was at my work when I heard that the mur. 
derer was on the railway track. I got a gun 
and went out. Saw a man fire at Plumb, who 
fell offhis horse. I followed the man through 
the bush and later saw him near the 
river, I called on him to stand and fired two 
shots at him. Called on him again then fired a 
third shot. The man fell. I went up to him 
and saw a revolver in his hand and a wound in 
his head. He died in half an hour. 


The verdict of the jury was that death re. 
sulted from a gun shot wound inflicted by Wil. 
liam Bell in self defence, and exonerating Bell 
from all blame.

of the murderer Micklson. They first heard of 
him at W. Macdonnell’s store, on Bear’s Hill 
Plain, south of Wetaskawin, 50 miles from Ed- 
monton. He went into the store about day- 
light on Saturday morning, bought some apples 
and biscuits and enquired if any Swedes Tved 
in the neighborhood. He was directed to the 
house of a Swedish family, who lived near by, 
and went there where he slept all Saturday and 
Saturday night, taking the track again on Sun- 
day forenoon about 10 o’clock. At Battle river, 
on Sunday, he stole a railway tricycle and 
pnmped it to the next siding south, up de 
all the way. There he abandoned it, pulling it 
off the track. Campbell and Cameron must 
have passed hii on Sunday afternoon, but 
without seeing him, as they followed the trail 
while he followed the track. On Monday morn- 
ing, early, when Campbell and Cameron left 
Elliot & McCue’s stopping place, near the Wolf 
Creek siding, the tricycle was seen near there, 
showing as afterwards appeared that Micklson 
had during the night. Evidently he 
had travelled all of the night of Friday (follow 
ing the murder) and after lying up Saturday 
and Saturday night travelled all the remainder

DEATH-OF MICKLSON 


It is not usual in this law abiding country to 
rejoice at the sudden and violent death of any 
man, but.there is no doubt that the way in 
which the report of the death of the murderer 
Micklson was received on Monday last, was an 
exception. The murder of Friday was felt to 


be a terrible stainon the name of this coun- 
try that could only be wiped out by the speedy 
punishment of the murderer, The circumstances 
connected with his killing as gathered from pas- 
sengers on Monday’s train, are about as follows: 
He ed Leduc station on the railway going 
south, 20 miles from Edmonton, on Friday 
evening, about dusk. He continued his journey 
south along the track on Saturday, and on Sa- 
turday or Sunday essed himself of a railway 
velocipede on which he made good time south- 
ward, and was secn on it in the vicinity of La- 
combe station by Miles Norris. Hé appears to 
have abandoned the velocipede before reachin 

Red Deer. In the meantime the police at Red 
Deer had been notified by telegraph of his 
description and to be on the lookout for him. 
They, in turn, notified the people generally, 
who put themselves on the alert ; vealtn a police 
patrol went north along the trail to search for 
the murderer, but failed to meet him. On 
Monday forenoon a party of four or five civil- 
ians, of Red Deer, including two brothers 
named Bell, who live a couple miles north of 
the crossing, were skirmishing around, armed, 
near Bell's place, with a view of halting Mickl- 
son should he appear, as was expected he 
would. One of the Bells saw a stranger ap- 
proaching from the north and went Prwants 
him. The stranger asked how far it was to Red 
Deer, Bell told him, and noticing the resem- 
blance to the description given of the murderer, 
ordered him to surrender. Mi:klson offered 
Bell $10 to let him pass quietly, but Bell refused 
it. He then, it is said, offered him $100, pro- 
ducing some gold pieces from his ket. Bell 
refused again and told him to throw up his 
hands, at the same time pointing his shot gun 
at him—the gun being empty. In answer 
Micklson put both hands in his coat pockets, 
and pulling a revolver out of each fired several 
shots at Bell, without striking him, however, 


although very close. The other members of the | . 


party hearing the shots came up, and Micklson, 
seeing them ran; they following, firing at 
him, Several shots were fired without striking 
him, but, at last, William Bell, brother of the 
mman who had first halted him, shot him with a 
Winchester rifle, at a distance ‘of about 75 
jacds. The bullet entered the back of the head 
and came out of the forehead, lifting the whole 
top of the skull, He died almost instrntly, and 
probably never knew he had been hit. The 
shooting took place between eleven and twelve 
o'clock, within sight of the town, on the north 
side of the river, and the body was brought 
into town to await an inquest.
